Bait Fran(-is(!o, Sept 19. — Tapaneee 
papers reoeived by the steamship Gaelic 
places the total member of persons 

drowned in the floo<l8 of Aug. 90, in the 
city of Wakaroma and in the diatriots 

of Minami-^fnro, Higashi-Muro, Nishi- 
Muro and Hi laka. at 10.000, and the 
number of persons reoeivingj relief at 
20.4'J4. The river Kinoskuni rose ftrom 
thirteen to eighteen feet above its nor- 
mal level, and the embankments at the 
village of Iwashi were washed away.
